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An Exorcism ot Queerness 


Rent just tripled for legendary gay bar The Stud. Will the show go on?

Like a construction stud supports 
a wall, The Stud bar has supported queer 
San Francisco for 50 years. But bad news 
hit the bar just days after the glittering 
club hosted its golden anniversary bash. 

A letter arrived informing bar owner 
Michael McElhaney of an ownership 
change and a 300 percent rent increase, 
from $3,800 to $9,500 a month. 

“It’s not exactly the birthday news 
you want to hear for a 50-year-old busi- 
ness,’ McElhaney says. 

The building’s new owners City Com- 
mercial Investments, LLC from Pacifica, 
won't provide much information and 
implied the bar needs to vacate by No- 
vember. McElhaney guessed the proper- 
ty sold for about $1.8 million. 

In an interview three weeks ago, 
McElhaney expressed worry about the 
bar’s changing SoMa neighborhood and 
rent hikes across the city, but made no 
mention of plans to leave the location. 

Once the news hit, the owner did a 
180, like a drag queen spins at the end 
of a catwalk. He’s done and plans to 
move back to his home state of Hawaii 
to teach dance, care for his mother, and 
help with his brother’s pharmacy busi- 
ness. But McElhaney hopes the commu- 
nity can rally together to extend the life 
of The Stud. 

In just a few days after the announce- 
ment, an effort to “Save Our Stud” 

— led by Mica Sigourney, aka Viv- 
vyAnne Forevermore, who hosts Club 
Some Thing on Friday nights at the bar 
— sprang up with a Facebook group and 
community meetings. 


Lowriders: From 
low tolove

Glittering. Gliding. Bouncing. 


Hundreds of lowriders with lowered 


chassis and jumping hydraulics drove 
through the Mission District on Sun- 
day on their way to the second year of 
the “King of the Streets” competition. 


The contest’s aim is simple: Measure 


which lowrider can bounce the highest. 
Hundreds of lowrider enthusiasts, 
cholos, Missionites, and Bay Area cats 
of all stripes lined the sun-drenched 
Fort Mason Center to cheer for the 
high-hopping cars. 
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Sigourney is starting a co-op with 
more than 15 others who want to buy 
The Stud and run it as a democratic 
group. People think it’s really wacky 
and wild, but actually it’s a business 
model that’s proven and works,” Sigour- 
ney says. 

Supervisor Jane Kim's representa- 
tives met with The Stud recently to 
strategize how to help the 50-year- 
old business qualify for subsidized 
rent under the Legacy Business 
Registry — created with the passage 
of Proposition J in November 2015 
— which would shave off some of the 
monthly price tag, but nowhere near 
the current rent. 

Constructed in 1906, The Stud’s 
building sits in a historic district, 
but legacy status would only 
save the facade while the in- 
side could be gutted. The 
property is zoned for 
five stories. 

“Our building is 
iconic, it’s the first 
thing you see 
when you get off 
[Highway 101] 
at Ninth Street,” 
McElhaney says. 
“In a perfect 
world, we could 
maintain. It 
sounds like the 
developers have other 
plans.” 

McElhaney sees The a 
Stud’s story as part of a trend. 
“In recent years there’s been 
a lot of personal and human dis- 


Sunday’s “parade” from the Mission 
to Fort Mason marked further distance 
from lowriding’s checkered past, when 
police would profile anyone driving the 
stylish cars. Cops often assumed those 
behind the wheel were gang members, 
lowrider lovers say. 

Benjamin Bac Sierra remembers 
this well. 

In the ’80s, when Bac Sierra was 
14 years old, he was walking toward 
24th Street one night. A glistening, 
painted lowrider passed him, and out 
of the blue, a San Francisco Police De- 
partment squad car flagged down the 
lowrider. The driver was a Latino man 
— in Bac Sierra’s words, “a homeboy.” 

“He was immediately accosted,” Bac 
Sierra says. Standing at Fort Mason, 
Bac Sierra, now 46, raised his fists to 
his head and explained how the officer 


placement in the city. I think the second 
layer of displacement that’s been going 
on is the commercial displacement of 
long-term city businesses, based on rent 
speculation,” he says. 

Nearby, a for-sale sign hangs on the 
building of the Lone Star Saloon, a gay 
bar half a block from The Stud. The gay 
























and the driver “street boxed.” 


Though gangs are often associated 
with the vehicles, lowriding is a Latino 
cultural expression in the most Amer- 
ican way. It spins the country’s love 
of cars on its axle, as if to say, “We’re 
American, too, but we are also Latino.” 

Flash forward to 2016, and for the 
very first time — despite it being the 
competition’s second year — the San 
Francisco Lowrider Council obtained a 
permit to roll down Mission Street for 
“King of the Streets.” 

“We've never had to do that. Crui- 
sin’ down Mission is part of the cul- 
ture, part of the barrio,” says Roberto 
Hernandez, noted “Mayor of the Mis- 
sion” and Lowrider Council member. 

Jose Ramirez, 43, says lowriding is 
actually a way some in the Latino com- 
munity avoid the “wrong side” of life. 


dance club Beatbox at 11th and Folsom 
streets shut down July 3. A few blocks 
down Folsom into the Mission District, 
the gay bar Truck closed last summer 
and transitioned “from a themed gay 
bar to a neighborhood watering hole,” 
according to news blog Capp St Crap. 
(Read: not gay). 

For nearly two decades, The Lexing- 
ton was the only lesbian bar in S.F’s 49 
square miles, but the rent was raised 
and sales declined when the Valencia 
Street corridor began to get fancy. The 
bar closed in April 2015. 

Losses abound, but some gay spaces 
have elbowed their way in. As Super- 
visor Scott Wiener pointed out in a 
blog post, The Stud’s Western SoMa 
neighborhood gained the gay bar/per- 
formance venue Oasis in January 2015 

and saw the reopening of leather bar 
The Eagle the year before. 

But gaining one (and a re- 
opening counts as half of 
one) while more 
gay bars are 
shuttered, 
threatened 
with closure, 
and scramble 
for survival is 
not a stable state 
for San Francisco's 
gay nightlife. 
Businesses close 
down for myriad rea- 
sons, from management 
to money to market forces 
like low demand and oversupply. 

But overall, the city’s nightlife is 

suffering an exorcism of its queerness 


Ramirez stood on Mission Street on 
Sunday before the lowriders took off 
for Fort Mason and laid a hand affec- 
tionately on his black ’81 Buick Regal. 
He rebuilt it himself, lowering the chas- 
sis and personally installing the mech- 
anisms that make his baby — named 
Most Hated ’81 — to jump. 

Ramirez's first “lowrider” was a 
bicycle he and his brother lowered and 
modified. Since then, he’s been hooked. 
His girlfriend, O.T. Perez, says her tod- 
dlers love watching him work on Most 
Hated ‘81 — they call it his “bop-it car.” 

Lowriders, Ramirez says, are about 
“family” and “unity.” 

Perhaps, then, it’s appropriate at 
that very moment Ramirez’s family 
friend, 15-year-old Nico, slid into the 
driver’s seat of Most Hated 81. With 
one hand on the wheel, Nico says own- 





— mostly due to building sales and rent 
inflation — as developers exercise their 
abilities to buy and build. 

Is the real estate industry laced with 
homophobia? Perhaps not blatantly, 
perhaps not written into the real estate 
deals. But increasingly higher rents 
disproportionately squeeze out LGBT 
people who “are especially susceptible 
to being placed at a socioeconomic 
disadvantage,” according to the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association. And 
discrimination is real: A new FBI finding 
revealed LGBT people suffer a higher 
incidence of hate crimes than any other 
group in the U.S. 

For now, Save Our Stud is scrambling 
for a plan and asking for support. Bro- 
ken Seal Buttons donated “S.O.S.” pins. 
Fans of the club continue posting count- 
less photos and anecdotes on the group’s 
Facebook page. 

“What I keep saying to people is if 
you want to save a business from clos- 
ing, you have to go there and spend your 
money, Sigourney says. 

McElhaney isn’t bitter about the sale. 
“Thad my night of getting drunk, and 
now it’s time to get back to work,” he 
says. ‘I think the decision to sell it was 
about taking care of their family and I 
totally respect their decision to do it. 

I just wish they could have come to us 
because there are enough people in our 
community that we could have raised 
the funds to do it.” 

Until possible relocation, closure, or a 
co-op takes over this fall, the show will 
go on at The Stud.

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THE MESSAGE IS CLEAR

During two recent mass shoot- 
ings in the U.S., some people caught up 
in the mayhem took to their cellphones 
to reach out for help — not through calls 
but instead through text messages. They 
did not do this out of some aversion to 
actually speaking over the phone. Natu- 
rally, these people were terrified, placed 
in a completely foreign situation in 
which their first instinct was to not 
make any noise, not draw any attention 
to their whereabouts. 

For some, it worked and they sur- 
vived. Others were not so lucky, ending 
up among the dead. 

Less than two weeks after 14 peo- 
ple were killed and 22 more injured at 
the Inland Regional Center in San Ber- 
nardino on Dec. 2, a text-to-911 ser- 
vice was implemented in San Bernardi- 
no County. In Orlando, where a lone 
gunman killed 49 people at a nightclub 
June 12, there is no option to text 911, 
but the massacre has put a new imme- 
diacy on the topic nationwide. 

Only about 650 of the country’s 
6,000 emergency dispatch centers 
are equipped to handle text-to-911, 
according to a recent Associated Press 
report, and more than 150 plan to add 
the feature this year. Here in San Fran- 
cisco, residents can expect to have the 
option by mid-2017, the Department 
of Emergency Management, which 
operates the city’s dispatch center, told 
SF Weekly. 

“Text-to-911 is certainly in San 
Francisco's future,’ says Francis Zamo- 
ra, a spokesperson for the department. 

Not to be confused with the Police 
Department’s text-a-tip option, in 
which people can send information 
about crimes or suspects anonymously 
through text messaging, text-to-911 is 
for emergency services only. 

As for San Francisco, 
Zamora says ‘there are 
two ways to implement 
this service and we are 
moving forward on both 
fronts.” 

The current approach, 
according to Zamora, 
is more of a temporary 
work-around until a 
brand-new 911 system 
is implemented by the 
federal government — 
one that will be more 
sophisticated and in 
tune with today’s tech- 
nology. It’s called Next 
Generation 911,

and it uses an internet protocol-based 
system that directs digital information 
and communication from the public 

to emergency responders through the 
911 network. 

In 2009, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission developed a 
roadmap of sorts for how to bring 
Next Generation 911 to the U.S. and 
Canada. However, it did not offer a 
timeline, and none has been created 
since. The plan requires buy-in from 
each state, major technology upgrades, 
and increased funding for new staff at 
the local level. As with most govern- 
ment efforts, the public can expect a 
slow process. 

The good news is, Zamora says, 
the FCC created a work-around. All 
wireless carriers — Verizon, AT&T, 
Sprint, et al. — are required to deliver 
emergency text messages to dispatch 
centers upon request, and that’s what’s 
happening in San Francisco. 

During the next two fiscal years, 
the Department of Emergency Man- 
agement said it will hold six new acad- 
emy classes to train dispatchers, with 
the goal of hiring 80 new positions. 
“We want to ensure we have enough 
dispatchers in call-taking positions 
before dispatchers are assigned to 
‘text-taking’ positions,” Zamora says. 

At the same time, the 
department is 
work- 












ing toward Next Generation 911 with 
things like its new computer-aided 
dispatch system, updated two years 
ago, and an upgraded 911 telephone 
network. 

These steps are certainly important, 
as texting can be preferable in many 
types of emergency situations, not just 
mass shootings. One example often 
cited by jurisdictions where the text 
option exists is in cases of domestic 
violence, when a phone call could alert 
the abuser to the victim’s intentions, 
potentially making matters worse. Or 
in burglaries, a photo could be useful 
in apprehending a suspect. And for 
people with hearing and speaking 
impairments, texting to 911 is a huge 
upgrade from from teletypewriters, or 
TTYs, which require extra equipment 
to use and can be cumbersome, espe- 
cially in an emergency situation. 

But the FCC work-around comes 
with major flaws. 

For instance, Next Generation 
911 will prioritize emergency texts 
over chit-chat types of messages. Re- 
member those times when you texted 
someone something important and 
received no response? You thought 
they ignored you; they say they never 
received the message. Sadly, this could 
happen under the work-around, as 
emergency texts are not prioritized 
over everyday texts. 

And the work-around only accepts 
SMS messages, which sometimes 
come with extra costs in thrifty 
wireless plans. So if you were to 
use iMessage on your iPhone, for 
example, the emergency dispatch 
center would not receive the text. 
Despite these challenges, 
text-to-911 is a major step 
forward, even though 
every municipality — 
including San Francisco 
— that has or will im- 
plement it is adamant 
about making calls 
over sending texts: 

“Call if you can, text 

if you can't.”

Cannabis: A 
Multibillion 
Dollar Industry 
Without a Bank

As the California campaign 
for the Adult Use of Marijuana Act 
gains momentum and state economists 
forecast an industry that could grow 
to $15 billion annually by 2020, creat- 
ing thousands of jobs and generating 
millions in tax revenue, there’s a dark 
cloud hanging over potential victory 
celebrations on Nov. 8: The multibil- 
lion industry will have no legal baking 
options. 

If approved by voters, new cannabis 
businesses in California will have to 
overcome an obstacle that has dogged 
the industry in 25 medical marijuana 
states and four recreational-use states 
— Colorado, Oregon, Washington, and 
Alaska. There simply is no safe, eff- 
cient, and legal banking. The Attorney 
General's Office made that very clear 
with the now infamous 2011 “Cole 
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Memo,” which warned bankers not to 
open cannabis-related accounts or they 
could face money-laundering charges 
or possibly lose their FDIC insurance, 
which would be ruinous. 

Oregon Sen. Jeff Merkley said the 
current cannabis banking laws are not 
only outdated, but they also inhibit 
reliable tax collection and create a 
business environment prone to crime 
and violence. Oregon’s estimated legal 
cannabis market is expected to bring 
in a half-billion dollars during its first 
14 months, and Merkley said he is 
worried about the negative impact that 
poorly thought out federal banking 
regulations will have on cannabis em- 
ployees and the community in general. 
“The federal government should not be 
forcing Oregon’s legal marijuana busi- 
nesses to carry gym bags full of cash to 
pay their taxes, employees and bills,” 
Merkley says. “This is an invitation to 
robberies, money laundering, and or- 
ganized crime.” 

Merkley joined Washington Sen. 
Patty Murray to amend the financial 
services bill that would 
allow the cannabis industry 
reliable and legal access to 
banking. The Senate Appro- 
priations Committee nar- 
rowly approved the amend- 
ment by a 16-14 vote. The 
amendment has yet to pass 
the full Senate, which will be 
a difficult battle. 

There are some banking 
options for cannabis busi-

nesses, though they are all technically 
illegal according to federal regulations, 
and there is always a chance canna- 
bis accounts will be closed and even 
confiscated. One option for cannabis 
entrepreneurs is from holding compa- 
nies or open accounts using disguised 
or misleading names, such as Highland 
Organics, Mildred’s Notions and Po- 
tions, or Deduca Bros. Consultants. 
Such accounts are highly uncertain 
because the Justice Department and 
the U.S. Treasury have issued warnings 
to banks to be on the lookout for cash 
that smells like marijuana (American 
paper currency absorbs strong odors) 
and to be aware of what the IRS calls 
“structured” deposits. Dispensaries 
sometimes bring in large sums of cash, 
and anyone making a deposit of more 
than $10,000 is required to fill out IRS 
forms. To avoid attracting attention, 
dispensary owners will make several 
deposits in lesser amounts say, three 
deposits of $5,000. But even that 
attracts attention and creates an addi- 
tional hardship on dispensaries as

far as time, accounting, and exposure 
to robbery, according to Nate Bradley 
of the California Cannabis Industry 
Association. 

“It’s an issue,” Bradley says. “The 
large amounts of cash cannabis busi- 
nesses are forced to keep on hand 
makes them a target, and it’s no joke. 
Just last month, a security guard was 
shot and killed in a suburban area of 
Denver. It’s a very serious security is- 
sue and a public safety nightmare.” 

Bradley says that banks will also 
close the accounts of businesses in- 
directly associated with the cannabis 
industry. “If say a security company 
or an accounting firm tries to deposit 
a check from a business called ‘Green 
Tree Marijuana Remedies, they can 
suddenly find themselves without 
banking services.” 

California Rep. Jared Huffman, 
who has endorsed the Adult Use of 
Marijuana Act, co-sponsored a bill in 
Congress that would allow cannabis 
businesses access to banking, but the 

bill has yet to gain traction. 
Federal support for the 
cannabis industry will likely 
come incrementally as more 
states legalize medical and 
recreational cannabis. Huff- 
man says besides banking, 
the federal government 
needs to seriously consider 
lifting other burdens on the 
burgeoning industry, such as 
restrictions on using the U.S. 
Postal Service and amending 
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punitive IRS tax codes that don’t allow 
cannabis businesses to write off typical 
business expenses. 

“Right now there’s deadlock because 
of a chicken-and-egg situation. Polit- 
ically, Congress is not going to step 
up and enact meaningful legislation 
until more than half of states have 
legalized marijuana,” Huffman says. 
“There is widespread public support for 
the industry, but if you’re a senator or 
congressman from Georgia or Texas, 
there’s a different sensibility.” 

Despite the banking hardship on 
the cannabis industry, there is a gener- 
al sense among cannabis entrepreneurs 
and advocates that change is coming. 
They are confident, according to Brad- 
ley, that it will just take time to bridge 
the gulf between a federal government 
still clinging to outdated, overreaching 
drug laws from the early 1970s, and 
the present-day reality of predominant 
public support for a safe drug that is 
generating billions of dollars and creat- 
ing thousands of jobs. 

“We are very confident that bank- 
ing policy is going to change,” Bradley 
says. And we believe the passage of 
the Adult Use of Marijuana Act will be 
the straw, a very important and large 
straw, that very well may break the 
camel's back.”

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t seems like 2016 is going to be remembered for a lot of bad things, and we’ve 
only made it halfway. But through the blood, tears, and loss, there’s been 
some fine music — in fact, 2016 is shaping up to be one of the best years in 
recent music history. Bands that were formerly broken up, like LCD 
Soundsystem, Guns N’ Roses, and Wolf Parade, are now back together, and a 
slew of older acts — Blink 182, Snoop Dogg, Paul Simon, Timbaland, and 
even a posthumous Miles Davis — have also re-emerged with new albums. 
Then there was Beyonce’s ambitious musical/performance project, Lemon- 
ade, and A Moon Shaped Pool, Radiohead’s best offering since 2007's In Rain- 
bows and its first release in five years. 

For the first time, some of the biggest male singers from the last century — 
including Bob Dylan, The Who, and ‘The Rolling Stones — will gather for the 
newly formed Desert Trip Festival in Indio, an aptly timed occasion given the 
many greats we've sadly lost already this year. (R.I.P., Prince and Bowie.) And 
some of the biggest and most controversial artists of the past couple years — 
think Miley Cyrus, Justin Bieber, and Taylor Swift — have been relatively quiet, 
which is either a boon or a bane depending on your bubblegum pop proclivities. 

In a year in which streaming rates have outpaced digital sales, Drake’s Views 
might be the most-streamed album so far (with more than 1 billion plays), but 
ignore the numbers: There are so many other great albums and singles that have 
been released this year that are worth highlighting. (Plus, album sales don’t real- 
ly matter when you can amend your record every other day like Kanye West has 
repeatedly done with his latest offering, The Life of Pablo.)

The Life of Pablo 


Before The Life of Pablo , Iwas 
proud to call myself one of Kanye West’s 
biggest haters. Though his early stuff 
was commendable, Yeezus was an inele- 
gant mash-up of genres that was more 
cacophonous than mellifluous. Not to 
mention, the guy is a Grade-A egoma- 
niac. But then TLOP came out, and, 
seemingly overnight, my opinion 
changed. Unlike its predecessor, TLOP is 
a lesson in seamlessly blending disparate 
sounds. Funk and soul samples of yore, 
reggae tunes, and gospel ditties meld 
with newer electronic cuts and trap in- 
fluences to form a patchwork of styles 
and voices, replete with features from 
some of the biggest names in music right 
now (Rihanna, Kendrick Lamar, Ch- 
hance the Rapper, Young Thug). Sure, 
there’s a lot of Auto-Tuning and a pretty 
pronounced religious streak throughout, 
but what do you expect from a guy who 
created a video game revolving around 
getting his mom into heaven? From the 
dark and eerie “Real Friends” — a twist 
on Whodini’s 1984 single “Friends” — to 
the humourous a capella rap monologue 
“T Love Kanye,” to the funkified, old- 
school jam “No More Parties In L.A.,” 
TLOP is a paradigm of eclecticism done 
well.

A Moon Shaped Pool 


Almost 24 years after its debut 
single “Creep,” which — judging by the 
karaoke songbooks of the world — is 
how Radiohead is destined to be remem- 
bered, A Moon Shaped Pool rescued five 
Britpop survivors who'd seemed to be 
teetering toward quiescence. Released in 
June to near-unanimous acclaim, the al- 
bum nudged Radiohead closer to where 
it was in the fall of 2000, when the the 
ominous first five notes of Kid A swept 
away the 20th century. It’s cause for con- 
cern when rock veterans start strip-min- 
ing their back catalogue for inspiration, 
as is the case with album closer “True 
Love Waits,” which has been floating 
around for almost 20 years, most notably 
from 2001’s I Might Be Wrong, a semi-ob- 
scure compendium of live recordings. 
But the orchestration on this version is 
so spare, and the cracks in Yorke’s fal- 
setto so sorrowful, that it feels like any- 
thing but a warmed-over B-side from the 
vaults. The band equally adept at fash- 
ioning empty spaces between notes and 
creating a warped signature, like a metal 
saw bent back and forth in a dream, has 
returned. Thank you for coming back to 
us, Radiohead. Don’t leave. Just don’t 
leave.

Teens of Denial 


When Will Toledo first started 
recording music, he was too scared to 
sing in front of anyone. With music 
this personal and emotional, it takes a 
lot of courage to sing — and some- 
times scream — your feelings to oth- 
ers. He recorded his vocals alone in the 
backseat of his car — hence the name 
of his band. Six years, 13 albums, anda 
record deal later, Toledo has grown 
more comfortable performing outside 
of his car, though his lyrics remain as 
pointed and full of self-doubt as ever. 
Teens of Denial is a fascinating record, 
juggling topics ranging from alcohol- 
ism to clinical depression to heart- 
break. Starting with the lyric, “I’m so 
tired of fill in the blank,” Toledo takes 
us on a journey through his innermost 
thoughts and worst Sunday hangovers. 
When he screams, “It doesn’t have to 
be like this” toward the end of the 
slow-building rocker, “Drunk Drivers/ 
Killer Whales,” it feels like a rallying 
cry for disillusioned youths. Conse- 
quence of Sound called Toledo “the in- 
die rock hero we've been waiting for,” 
and they’re right. Our indie savior is 
here.

Charles Bradley 


Changes 


Who’s Going To Save The World, 
the debut album of psychedelic-soul trio 
Father’s Children, was recorded in 1973, 
but it wasn’t released until 2011. Listen 
to Charles Bradley’s album Changes and 
you might think the same thing hap- 
pened. But it didn’t. Rife with funky gui- 
tar chords, boisterous horns, and 
Bradley’s raspy Otis Redding-esque 
voice, Changes is a perfectly preserved 
time capsule of vintage soul and R&B — 
so much so that it’s almost incompre- 
hensible that it was created this century. 
It wasn’t until Bradley was 63 years old 
that he started recording music, and 
Changes is his third album in five years. 
He re-creates the sounds of his child- 
hood — think doo-wop, sunshine pop, 
and blues rock — without letting mod- 
ern trends obfuscate the music. The 
struggle was real for Bradley, and you can 
hear its toll on his voice, as he sings 
about love, loss, and life in general. Sure, 
he’s not the only artist pursuing a retro 
style — think Leon Bridges or Son Little 
— but he’s certainly the most authentic. 
He’s not trying to copy or emulate any- 
body; he’s just making the music that he 
should have created 40 years ago. JS

The problem with trends is that 
they can become too pervasive. Take, for 
instance, hyphy or mob music. The two 
styles — characterized by thumping 808s, 
fast beats, and buzzy bass lines — domi- 
nate the Bay Area rap scene, and it’s rare 
to find a local rapper who shucks them 
both. Then there’s Rexx Life Raj. Raised in 
Berkeley, the 26-year-old, who is both an 
agile rapper and gentle crooner, gravitates 
toward spacey, ambient beats that are 
mellow in pace and sparse in production. 
Father Figure, his debut studio album, is 
named in honor of his dad and the life les- 
sons he taught him, as well as the peculiar 
mentorship position Raj currently finds 
himself in as a result of his many years in 
the Bay Area rap scene. (He’s been making 
music since high school.) From “Handheld 
GPS,” a stripped-down, guitar ballad 
about our dependence on smartphones; 
to “Young Wardell,” a static-filled, elec- 
tronic paean to Steph Curry’s career; to 
“Moxie Java,” a ghostly, synth-punctuated 
admission of Raj’s addiction to Adderall 
and weed, the up-and-coming rapper 
demonstrates his varied skill set, includ- 
ing a knack for crafting stick-in-your-head 
hooks and clever catchphrases. If you're 
looking for an earworm album, it doesn’t 
get much better than this. JS

With its breathy, falsetto vocals 
and lilting guitar melodies, Whitney 
could be the love-child of the Bee Gees 
and Bon Iver.

Johnson, an Oklahoma City native 
and one of the few male vocalists keeping 
neo-soul alive, knows how to craft melodic 
jams out of sensitive subjects. “Home’ is 
only the latest example, but he’s done it 
time and again in past projects, like “Moun- 
tains” (which is about depression) and “No 
Flex Zone,” his remix of Rae Sremmurd’s 
ode to working hard. In a time when most 
male vocalists — think Trey Songz, Chris 
Brown, and Miguel — stick to songs revolv- 
ing around sex, women, and more sex, 
Johnson is a breath of fresh air.

Building off a snaking bass and 
producer Hi-Tek’s inclusion of the Israeli 
national anthem in the background, 
“Come Down” is a skilled proclamation 
from one of hip-hop’s most promising 
voices.

2016: The 
Year ot Death

While it’s sad to note the 
passing of luminaries like Harper 
Lee, Zaha Hadid, and Alan Rickman 
— and worse to grapple with the vic- 
tims of mass shootings and racial- 
ized police violence — there’s no 
doubt that 2016’s mortality spree 
hit the music world hard. Any quan- 
tification of mourning is a rough es- 
timate, but few people would 
disagree that Prince and David Bow- 
ie’s deaths at 57 and 69, respectively, 
were the most upsetting. But Merle 
Haggard, Frank Sinatra Jr., founding 
Beastie Boy John Berry, Phife Dawg 
of A Tribe Called Quest, Glenn Frey 
of The Eagles, Paul Kantner of Jef- 
ferson Airplane, and Maurice White 
of Earth, Wind & Fire all passed 
away, too. So did Denise Matthews, 
aka Vanity, two months before her 
mentor Prince. To varying degrees, 
most had fallen out of the limelight, 
but that hardly matters when you 
see a dozen friends mourning them 
on Facebook. It makes you sad be- 
cause they made you happy. 

Rock stars aren't necessarily 
known for longevity, but halfway 
through 2016, it’s notable that 
nobody was tragically young. Had 
an accidental opioid overdose not 
claimed him, Prince, whose vaults 
reportedly contain enough unre- 
leased music to last decades, could 
have kept going for a long time — 
but at least the 27 Club hasn't add- 
ed any new members since Amy 
Winehouse. People got wistful 
when George Martin, the Beatles’ 
producer, died at 90 in March, 
but compare that to when Ritchie 
Valens died Feb. 3, 1959, in a plane 
crash with Buddy Holly and The 
Big Bopper: He was only 17.

THE PLAYWRIGHT’S THE 
THING 


Since ancient times, playwrights have 
been creating prescient, risky theater 
rooted in human truth — and since 
1976, the Bay Area Playwrights 
Festival has been celebrating this breed 
of artist. Sam Shepard, Annie Baker, and 
Rajiv Joseph are among the talents the 
festival has previously discovered. This 
year, it presents the work of six emerging 
playwrights, in staged-reading form. Ko- 
rea-born Hansol Jung’s Wild Goose 
Dreams leads things off. Performed with 
a live choir, Jung’s darkly comic story in- 
volves a North Korean defector anda 
South Korean “goose father” — a Ko- 
rean man who works in Korea while his 
wife and kids stay in an English-speaking 
country — who connect, secretly and 
meaningfully, online. Andrew Saito’s 
whisper fish centers on two Japanese-Pe- 
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ruvian siblings trying to avoid deporta- 
tion after the Pearl Harbor bombing. 
Philana Omorotionmwan’s Before Eve- 
ning Comes is a dystopian allegory about 
race and motherhood. Also on the bill are 
Walt McGough’s video-game-themed 
Non-Player Character; Jonathan Spector's 
amusingly apocalyptic Good, Better, Best, 
Bested; and Sarah Sander’s humorously 
angsty Midwestern-flavored Sycamore, 
plus panel talks and cocktail gatherings. 

The Bay Area Playwrights Festival 
takes place Friday, July 15, through 
Sunday, July 24, at Custom Made The- 
ater, 533 Sutter St., S.F. $15. 415-626-

LETTER PERFECT 


Hermann Zapf, the subject of a lecture 
by leading typographer Jerry Kelly, 
was a giant in type design, the taken-for- 
granted profession that makes the let- 
ters of our written language readable and 
pleasing to the eye. The Germany-born 
Zapf taught himself calligraphy during 
the Nazi era, when, because of his poli- 
tics, many job opportunities were closed 
to him. After the war, he made a substan- 
tial mark on type design, with a career 
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extending from hot-metal typesetting to 
phototypesetting to the digital age. Zapf 
created about 200 typefaces — including 
Palatino and Optima — which can be 
seen in newspapers, on book covers, on 
corporate logos, on the Vietnam Veter- 
ans Memorial, and in the end credits of 
The Exorcist. Other Zapf typefaces in- 
clude Zapfino — its scarlet Ais usedasa 
symbol of atheism — and those fun Zapf 
Dingbats. “What Michelangelo was to 
sculpture and Beethoven was to music, 
that’s what Hermann Zapf is to type de- 
sign and calligraphy,’ Zapf enthusiast 
Kelly said after Zapf’s death last year. 
Kelly promises to cover Zapf career high- 
lights and little-known facts about Zapf 
in his talk.

Fliers protesting 
rent hikes and the displace- 
ment of small theaters be- 
gan circulating throughout 
New York’s Lower East Side 
during the turn of the 20th 
century; tenements like the 
hotly contested, privately 
owned Stuyvesant Town of- 
fered one answer to the ev- 
er-increasing housing crisis, 


but not for low-income or minority residents — 11,000 of whom were displaced 
for its construction. In 1919, after the dissolution of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy, Vienna faced a similar crisis. No longer the crown jewel of an empire, 
the city faced a sudden dearth of oil, coal, food, and adequate housing for the 
working poor. But, as the first metropolis in the world to adopt a socialist ad- 
ministration, Vienna took a decidedly different approach. In Red Vienna to 
S.F.: How the Working Class of Vienna Solved Their Housing Crisis 
and Made the Rich Pay for It, Irmi Voglmayyr, professor from the University 
of Vienna, explains how “war gardens” and “wild settlements” — essentially 
squatter cooperatives on public lands — led to major policy changes that re- 
housed nearly one-tenth of the city’s population.

Strider Patton and Max 
Ehrman, Searching for ~ ~~ 
a New Home.’ ,

Earlier this year, before he began 


painting Searching for a New Home in San 
Francisco's Clarion Alley, Strider Jack Pat- 
ton knew he would feature people who've 
been forcibly displaced from their homes. 
Almost 60 million people around the 
world fit that description, composing the 
greatest refugee crisis in modern history. 
Patton chose three: a 5-year-old Syrian boy 
named Zein al-Houssein; a 12-year-old Af- 
ghan girl named Nadia; and an unnamed 
Syrian girl who appears to be 7 or 8. 

Patton painted them in circular blue 
frames that, like dream bubbles, float 
over painter Max Ehrman’s swath of 
greenish swirls and lines. In an alley that 
has inspired some of San Francisco’s 
greatest street art — and continues to 
draw locals and tourists alike — Search- 
ing for a New Home is that rare combina- 
tion of engaging artistic style and subtle 
social directive. It also has a low-level 
high-tech touch: a QR code that takes 
people to a web page with details about 
Patton’s subjects. 

“It’s a pretty big topic in the street-

art world, with lots of refugee-focused 
murals in Europe, but I wanted to join 
the conversation out here,” says Patton, 
a San Franciscan who has a master’s 
degree in anthropology and social 
change, and who traveled last year to 
Europe, where the migrant crisis is more 
evident. 

Syria’s wartime exodus — with 7.6 
million internally displaced, and an addi- 
tional 3.9 million fleeing over its borders 
— was the initial impetus for Between 
Worlds, a new exhibit at San Francisco’s 
Arc Gallery that evolved into a much 
broader mission: Portray what it’s like to 
be in a geographical or cultural diaspora, 
where feeling uprooted is a fact of life. 

Nearly all the exhibit’s artists 
have direct or indirect experience with 
displacement, as with Carlos Cartagena, 
an El Salvador native who grew up in 
a time of civil war and death squads 
before leaving for the United States in 
1989. At Arc Gallery, Cartagena’s six- 
foot diptych Estatuas de Sal (Statutes of 
Salt) presents silhouettes of migrant 
children with their backs covered in 
what could be reflections of bright 


flames. Cartagena has coated the images 
with a salt solution, firmly associating 
these modern kids with the prophetic 
biblical story of Lot and his wife, which 
links the act of looking back with death 
and destruction. To survive in their new 
home, Cartagena asks, are immigrants 
forced to renounce their past so com- 
pletely? 

For Maja Ruznic, who was born and 
raised in Bosnia and Herzegovina, the 
question of remembering is fraught with 
scenes of death. In the atmospheric, 
five-foot canvas Pile, Ruznic references 
bodies of massacred citizens from the 
internecine violence that convulsed 
the European country before she im- 
migrated to the United States in 1995. 
The work comes across as a tapestry 
— almost like a carpet on a wall, with 
rainbow colors that, at first glance, 
suggest festivity instead of a public mor- 
tuary. Pile is part of a series called “Soil 
as Witness,” where Ruznic sprinkles 
what she calls “intermediary figures who 
transport dying souls from this world to 
the next.” 

Two Iranian-born artists, Golbanou 
Moghaddas and Taraneh Hemami, gift 
the exhibit with work that delves into 
the meaning of memory and expecta- 
tion. In a triptych etching called From 
Water to Water, Moghaddas narrates 
the life of a human-turtledove who goes 
from Iran’s Caspian Sea to the Pacific 
Ocean, leaving behind a life of familiar- 
ity and a thousands-year history for a 
stripped-down existence that ultimately 
leads to death. Moghaddas’ etchings 
— full of faith and worry — comprise 
a fantastical allegory that will remind 
some of the early illustrations for Edgar 
Allan Poe’s The Raven. That’s a good 
thing. 

Hemami's work at Arc Gallery, called 


Absence, involves the repackaging of 
photos in which people are replaced 
with cutout figures and other stand-ins. 
The images appear to be of Iranians in 
Iran — but then again, maybe not. In 
one photo from her collection, Hemami 
adorns the face of a female figure with 
the colors of an American flag. Hemami 
fractures each small panorama, unset- 
tling our relation to a scene that we’re 
instinctively trying to re-create. Closure 
is not possible. The “in-betweeness,” or 
limbo state, that is so prevalent in much 
of the work at Between Worlds is scat- 
tered across every image in Absence. 

“It’s about being absent from the 
physical places that remain, but also 
from the moments that were captured 
— you're not even present in those im- 
ages any longer,’ says Hemami, whose 
work is part of her longstanding “Hall 
of Reflections” series. “You’re removed 
from family, and the special occasions 
that the photograph had captured ini- 
tially.” 

Curated by Arc Gallery's Michael 
Yochum and Jack Fischer of Jack Fischer 
Gallery, Between Worlds addresses issues 
of race in America with Rodney Ewing’s 
Portals, a work of connected doorways 
that uses James Baldwin’s poignant 
words — “An identity is questioned only 
when it is menaced, as when the mighty 
begin to fall” — a listing of 19th-century 
African-American towns (like Buxton, 
Iowa, and Freedman’s Village, Va.), and 
other themes to connect periods of 
American history that were revolution- 
ary in their way. People went to war with 
the culture to prevent more war. 

Some of the greatest art in Western 
history — think of Picasso’s Guerni- 
ca and Goya’s The Third of May 1808 — 
are searing portraits of societies in the 
middle of war and chaos. “Painting 


is not done to decorate apartments,” 
Picasso once remarked, explaining why 
he thought all artists were “political 
beings.” “It is an instrument of war for 
attack and defense against the enemy.” 

The “enemy” might not even be an 
army or a government. It could be a 
society's naiveté or indifference. Or 
the “enemy” could be the artist’s own 
frustrations. Their art, then, is an outlet 
to make vivid what they’ve kept inside 
for too long. But displacement is fluid, 
and so is the art’s meaning, which can 
change when placed in a different con- 
text. This spring, Hemami went back 
to Iran, and for the first time there 
exhibited her work in a gallery, including 
photographs set amid piles of scattered 
bricks. In a 2003 Hemami exhibit in 
another country, a similar layout rep- 
resented the bombing of Baghdad. In 
2016 in Iran, it was something com- 
pletely different. 

“We used rubble from neighboring 
construction sites, and Tehran is filled 
with construction sites, because they're 
constantly demolishing houses — 10 
years is too old and apartments are con- 
stantly torn down,’ says Hemami. “The 
comments I was hearing was that [my 
art] very much related to displacement. 
Even though I was talking about the 
migration experience, they were talking 
about feeling like immigrants in their 
own city. They felt displaced in their 
own city.”

As pedestrians walk down the 
north side of Oak Street by the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles, they come 
across a series of orange, poppy side- 
walk stencils, which mirror the real 
poppies flowering from the edges of 
the DMV’s property. They also come 
across a series of art pieces that inhabit 
the block’s sidewalk plantings. One is a 
bowling pin that has a man’s face on it 
and says, ‘I’ma pinhead... Only pin- 
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heads steal. Don’t be a pinhead!” 

A little confrontational, yes — 
and maybe Bill O’Reilly-esque — but 
also funny. Very funny. And humor is 
part of the approach for the art-gar- 
dener called “Brian Poppyseed,” who 
found the bowling pin on the DMV’s 
grounds. He also found all the other 
objects — including a lantern, bicycle 
gears, and a monkey’s face — that 
he repurposed for his Oak Street art 
project. The objects were likely left 
behind by homeless people who sleep 
on the DMV’s property at night, 
he suspects. “The art is actually 
produced from the junk that people 
trash there,” Poppyseed says on a re- 
cent Sunday afternoon as he puts the 


finishing touches on his art project. 
“I’ve been taking it and making it 
into something.” 

Poppyseed originated his art-and- 
planting project on the southeast 
corner of the DMV’s property — but 
motor vehicle personnel, he says, 
told him it was illegal because of 
strict state regulations that govern 
what anyone can do to the foliage at 
state buildings. So he just moved his 
project a few feet down the block, 
and left behind poppy stencils all 
along the way. “The DMV kicked me 
out of that spot on the corner — a 
woman came out and said, ‘It’s ille- 
gal!’” says Poppyseed, whose original 
southeast corner plot was deemed 


“San Francisco’s hottest new garden” 
by Hoodline. “Before it was just 
hypodermic needles and trash and 
sand. She said, ‘It doesn’t matter. 
We're putting it back to sand and ivy.’ 
That’s bullshit. That’s stupid. I found 
it outrageous.” 

Poppyseed, who lives in an apart- 
ment building near the DMV, says 
he’s on disability and considers him- 
self “a guerrilla gardener who likes to 
do art.” “I knew people would enjoy 
it,” he says of his work. “I like gar- 
dening, and they won't let me do it in 
my building.”

That’s an excellent question — and one 
that psychoanalysts have been pondering 
for over a century. 

Wait — wait! Don't leave at the mere 
mention of psychoanalysis. This shit is 
about to get good. 

There was this dude, Donald Winn- 
icott, who presented this groundbreaking 
idea that some of us create a “false self” 
in our earliest development — way before 
conscious functioning — as a coping 
mechanism. He theorized that humans 
develop a false self when there is a deficit 
in the external environment that keeps 
us from safely expressing the fullness of 
our emotional experience. 

For example, let’s say Mom cannot tol- 
erate her own aggression.

Long before 50 Shades of Grey became 
an entire generation's first taste of BDSM 
romance, the 2002 indie dramedy Secre- 
tary was one of the first times I saw the 
kink lifestyle portrayed on film. 

Spader — also named Grey — is 
a tortured lawyer who hires hot mess 
Gyllenhaal and molds her through strict 
training and protocols into his ideal sub- 
missive-slash-secretary. 

The development of their relation- 
ship showcases spanking, service, and 
even a little pony play, but the 
kink that captured my 
heart was the control 
Spader’s character 
exercised over his 
submissive during 
meal time.

Meanwhile, my grandmother — who 
grew up during the Great Depression in 
a migrant farming family for whom food 
was occasionally scarce — saw it primar- 
ily as a way to express love and safety 
and filled my childhood with Southern 
comforts: fried okra, peanut butter pie, 
and peach cobbler. 

Entertainment media shows a strong 
preference toward slender people and is 
quick to mock and degrade larger folks. 

I learned quickly that girls like me were 
treated differently than our skinny peers, 
and the size and shape of a woman’s body 
is expected to correlate to her self-worth. 

Thinking I'd be facing a losing battle 
by trying to keep up with the cult of thin, 
I focused my attention on cultivating my 
charm, blowjob skills, and nerd trivia, 
instead of agonizing over my body. 

It wasn’t until I had a boyfriend 
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tell me he was worried about what his 
friends would think about him “dating 
a fat girl” that I decided to try to lose 
weight in earnest for the first time. 

I signed up for My Fitness Pal, joined 
an expensive gym, and stopped consum- 
ing alcohol and sugar, abstaining even 
from fruit. 

I found that the meticulous disci- 
pline I exerted in order to achieve that 
milestone was more intense and rigor- 
ous than any kink I had played with to 
date. 

It was insanely difficult, but after 
about a year I lost close to 40 pounds. 

I was hoping my boyfriend's anxiety 
about my body shape would at least 
translate into a kinky, Spader-like obses- 
sion with everything that went into my 
face hole, and losing weight would be a 
long-term edgy scene — but no luck. He 
eventually left, citing that he liked me 
better when I was chubbier. 

Secretary's iconic “four peas” scene 
had been in my spank bank for years at 
that point, but it was 
only after my weight 
m loss journey that I 
F truly realized food 
domination had 
become one of the 
cornerstones of my 

sexuality. 
Food can sus- 
tain and destroy 
a body. It is both 
a necessity and 
luxury. 
‘The power | 
felt from facing 
my fears and my 
baggage around food, 
oS and physically trans- 
forming my body, filled me 
with a sense of pride and confi- 
dence bigger than any heartbreak. 

Understanding that my relationship 
to food, as with my relationship to sex, 
is a charged one — and choosing to en- 
gage, rather than hide from it — has felt 
like breaking out of the matrix. 

It’s not about being slender or thick, 
toned or tubby — it’s about being the 
CEO of one’s body, knowing and taking 
responsibility for everything that goes 
into it, and crafting what it looks like 
based on your heart’s desire, not what 
society dictates. 

I realized I didn’t need some bum- 
bling Spader wannabe to tell me how 
many peas to put into my mouth at din- 
ner — controlling what someone puts 
into their body is incredibly intimate, 
and giving up that control and/or con- 
sensually taking it from someone else 
can feel as edgy as playing with breath, 
blood, and fire. When I direct that at- 
tention and care toward myself, it is not 
indulgence or neuroses; it is, as Audre 
Lorde says, an act of political warfare.

Seoul Searching 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Benson Lee’s Seoul Searching is a 
funny and often poignant meditation 
on both ethnic identity and drinking 
games. In 1986, a group of Korean 
teenagers born and raised abroad 
arrive at the Seoul Summer Camp, 
created by the Korean government 
to help them reconnect them to their 
roots. (As explained in the opening 
voiceover, this real-life experiment was 
shuttered after a few years because 
the foreign-born kids were too row- 
dy.) Among this year’s rabble-rousers 
are punk rocker Sid (Justin Chon), Ma- 
donna wannabe Grace (Jessika Van), 
and the crimpy-haired Kris, all from 
the United States, as well as self-styled 
ladies’ man Sergio (Esteban Ahn) 
from Mexico and burgeoning banker 
Klaus (Teo Yoo) from Germany, all 
supervised by the tough Mr. Kim (In- 
Pyo Cha). The episodic Seoul Searching 
deftly combines crass ’80s-teen-movie 
tropes — when was the last time you 
heard the words “panty raid?” — with 
the deep emotional moments reminis- 
cent of the more complex John Hughes 
oeuvre. Indeed, the picture is open in 
its debt to The Breakfast Club, down to 
the key art being an homage to that 
film’s iconic poster. Seoul Searching also 
raises an important question: How 
did the 1980s nostalgia wave come 
and go without a revival of Madonna’s 
Desperately Seeking Susan look, and is 
it too late to bring it back? Sherilyn

Microbe & Gasoline 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday. 
Michel Gondry’s Microbe & Gasoline 
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is a teen buddy movie that’s charming 
enough, though not up to Gondry’s 
usual levels of inventiveness. Daniel 
(Ange Dargent), nicknamed Microbe 
due to his diminutive stature, is un- 
happy at both school and home, and 
has no real friends until he meets 
new student Théo (Théophile Baquet), 
called Gasoline due to his grease-mon- 
key skills. Deciding to go on an adven- 
ture for the summer, they build what 
can be best described as a house on 
go-kart wheels and drive off into the 
French countryside. Much like Gon- 
dry’s previous hanging-out-with-teen- 
agers film, the superior The We and 
the I, a recurring theme is how hair 
impacts the teenage identity. Daniel 
is constantly being mistaken for a girl 
due to his shaggy (but not especially 
long) hair, and there’s a troubling im- 
plication that he may one day veer into 
hard masculinity to compensate. Mi- 
crobe & Gasoline is almost aggressively 
straightforward by Gondry’s stan- 
dards; other than a dream sequence 
shot in reverse and run forward, he 
keeps his usual penchant for magical 
realism at bay until the third act, as 
Daniel becomes aware of the way 
movies compress time and space. It’s 
in those moments — along with the 
silliest hostage exchange ever — that 
the Gondry we know and love peeks 


through. SC 


From This Day Forward 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
One of the more positive cultural 
shifts in recent years is the increased 
visibility and acceptance of trans- 
gender youth. And that’s important, 
but Sharon Shattuck’s very personal 
From This Day Forward looks at her 
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aging father, Trisha, who came out 

as transgender while Sharon was still 
a teenager. The timeframe is a little 
vague, but all indications are that her 
father (still referred to by that title) 
began transitioning in late 1980s, back 
when there wasn’t any kind of social 
safety net — and there still isn’t for 
adults who aren’t famous or tradition- 
ally pretty and thus media-friendly, let 
alone living in small towns. From This 
Day Forward is Sharon coming to terms 
with Trisha’s role in her life, and how 
Trisha’s (absolutely necessary) tran- 
sition impacted her daughter’s lives. 
At one point, Sharon’s younger sister 
recalls being told by one of her teach- 
ers that, “I know what your father’s 
doing, and I don’t approve.” (Ugh.) 
Also considered is how Trisha and her 
wife, Marcia, stayed together through 
it all — itself a question that needs to 
be considered in the context that all 
marriages are difficult, and most end 
in divorce even when both partners 
are cisgender. Trisha Shattuck doesn’t 
represent all middle-aged transgender 
women by any stretch, but From This 
Day Forward is still a reminder of a for- 
gotten generation. SC

Zero Days 
Whenever the power goes out, 
it’s hard not to wonder in the back 
of your mind if it’ll ever come back 
on. The newest film by the Church 
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of Scientology’s least-favorite doc- 
umentarian, Alex Gibney’s Zero 
Days demonstrates that it’s easier 
than you might think in our inter- 
connected world for our power grid 
to be knocked out, or worse. Zero 
Days tells the story of Stuxnet, the 
most complex virus ever created 

as of 2009; it was developed by the 
NSA, in cahoots with Israel, to make 
certain centrifuges in Iran’s Natanz 
nuclear facility spin out of control 
and go kablooey. It worked, but when 
the Stuxnet monster turned around 
and attacked American computers in 
a way that nobody could have possi- 
bly predicted — thanks for nothing, 
Mary Shelley! — the Department of 
Homeland Security didn’t know it 
was coming from elsewhere in the 
U.S. government. Not only did the 
Obama administration refuse to ac- 
knowledge conducting online attacks 
until Edward Snowden spilled the 
beans, it turns out the first rule of 
communicating about such things 
between government agencies boils 
down to “Talk about Fight Club be- 
fore you talk about cyber-warfare.” 
Zero Days doesn't offer any answers, 
or even hope — how could it? — but 
at least it shines a light on a major, 
and majorly terrifying, issue. SC 


Eat That Question: Frank 
Zappa in His Own Words 

Unlike the subjects of other 
found-audio documentaries such as 
Marlon Brando and Janis Joplin, 
musician Frank Zappa has always 
been an acquired taste, and Thor- 
sten Schitte’s otherwise terrific 
documentary Eat That Question: 
Frank Zappa in His Own Words may 
not be the best place for a neo- 
phyte to start. The movie is com- 
piled from three decades’ worth of 
interviews and concert appear- 
ances, some culled from Zappa’s 
long-out-of-print video releases 
Does Humor Belong in Music? and 
Video from Hell. Footage ranges 
from an early television humilia- 
tion by a dickish Steve Allen (a rite 
of passage that Zappa shared with 
Elvis) to a final interview during 
his battle with cancer in the early 
1990s, here and there touching on 
his always-sharp feelings about 
music, the recording industry, 
drugs, religion, and censorship. 
(He only liked one of those things.) 
Eat That Question doesn’t provide a 
great deal of historical context for 
Zappa's career; for example, it’s 
never pointed out that the gentle- 
men singing “Penis Dimension” 
from 200 Motels are Flo and Eddie 
of “Happy Together” fame. It’s no- 
table that Eat That Question isa 
French-German co-production, 
since this uniquely and proudly 
American figure was always appre- 
ciated more overseas during his life 
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— and so it remains long after 
Frank Zappa’s untimely death, at 
52, in 1993, when we need him 
more than ever. SC 


Tickled 


A fetish for some and an internet-voy- 
eur thing for others, Competitive En- 


durance Tickling is real. On the lookout 


for a new story, David Farrier, a 
pop-culture reporter in New Zealand, 
happened upon a website for it. What 
he saw online intrigued him: One guy 
tied up, being mercilessly tickled by 
three or four other fit young dudes. 
Farrier decided to pursue the story on 
a lark, and the resulting documentary, 
Tickled — which Farrier produced and 
stars in — is a low-rent version of Mi- 
chael Moore’s Roger & Me with Farrier 
assuming the role of an unknowing in- 
nocent (but with none of Moore’s tal- 
ents for verve or aggression). The 
owner of the tickling website cyberbul- 
lies Farrier. She doesn’t want him to 
pursue the story. What’s obvious to 
viewers by minute five is that the own- 
er’s identity is a cover. She is, in fact, a 
he, and one with a history of fraud and 
blackmail, plus a creepy personal back- 
story. But Farrier takes the audience 
on a 90-minute journey saving this aha 
moment for the last few minutes. The 
potential for a wider narrative — cy- 
ber-harm — gets lost as his focus nar- 
rows down to a heavy-handed, as in 
anvils-for-hands heavy, and ineffectual 
revelation.

There aren’t too many islands 
off of California, and apart from a few ma- 
rine animals — salmon and oysters, 
mainly — California cuisine looks away 
from the coast toward the interior, how- 
ever artificially verdant and unsustainable 
that agricultural juggernaut may be. 
Tawla, a terrific new restaurant on the 
northern end of Valencia Street, imagines 
the Golden State as if it were an island off 
the coast of the Eastern Mediterranean, 
even though you’ have to place it very 
carefully to avoid creating a tsunami or 
squashing Crete and Cyprus. 

The attention falls away from the 
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medames ($14) arrived as a thick puree 
and not whole — but that faded once 

I tasted the whispers of lightly pickled 
onion and the dark, luscious yolk of the 
two quarters of a Jidori-style egg. Some 
dishes just have an alchemy, and this 

is one. 

Whether coincidental or not, a bowl 
of complimentary pickles arrived just 
as we were hip-deep in those rich dish- 
es, and the musaka ($14) pushed the 
acid quotient higher still. The blistered 
eggplant could have used a bit of salt, 
but the char was flawless and the whole 
thing looked like a giant oyster with the 
toppings of a Grand- 
ma pizza. For what it’s

the mussels might have carried. I liked 
the bitter dandelions and the pickled 
mango, but that texture was hard to 
overlook. When the mackerel lakerda 
($15) arrived, it occurred to me that 
wed ordered way too much seafood, 
but only in the sense that a little bit of 
palate fatigue meant some things would 
necessarily be overshadowed. A lakerda 
is a preserved fish preparation involving 
a lot of salt and olive oil, not unlike the 
anchovies in Spanish boquerones, and 
while these were flecked with bits of 
roasted pepper, it was still an oily fish 
packed in oil. Some chicken would have 
been a fine idea, but 
apart from wings, 


also a few $14, low-ABV cocktails. Two 
of them, The Persian Royale and the A 
Date to Remember, could not have been 
more dissimilar. Although full of straw- 
berry and pomegranate, the former is 
crisp and bright, while the latter has a 
pleasant syrupy quality that’s pierced by 
a lemon peel. Each is well worth trying. 
Otherwise, the incidentals are largely 
but not entirely in place. Tawla’s design- 
ers nailed the lighting, which falls into 
the sweet spot between Instagrammable 
and intimate, and the overall vibe is 
warm in spite of being firmly in the 
industrial mold. (Mission Cheese feels 
roughly similar.) There’s also a wall 
screen made of clean lines that transi- 
tions into a wine rack that kept catching 
my eye. But Tawla doesn’t have very 
good flow, and a high-traffic spot for 
shuttling plates out of the open kitchen 
is very close to a couple of tables. Even 
if you're the second two-top in from 
the action, all the coming-and-going 
above a seated person’s eye level is still 
an almost-constant distraction. The 
metal chairs grate against the tile floor 
in a nails-on-chalkboard way that ap- 
proximates the sound of an F-Market 
rounding the tight curve at 17th and 
Market streets (in timbre, not volume). 
Prices feel high, and Tawla’s menu could 
do a better job announcing that it’s a 
service-inclusive restaurant — while 
I’m personally agnostic on the no-tip- 
ping trend, confronting inflated dollar 
amounts while ordering does seem to 
get under a lot of people’s skin. There’s 
also a small backyard that’s sitting idle 
for the time being, and while there’s no

to the exclusion of all else, meaning a 
meal at Tawla is an adventure without 
being overly challenging. More to the 
point, virtually everything I ate was high 
in acid, so even those rare dishes with 
flaws are still intensely flavorful. 

Things start off with an amuse of 
sour plums in salt, which aren’t so much 
delicious in their own right as a means 
of getting your mouth R-E-A-D-Y ready 
for everything that follows. One must- 
have is the kibbeh niyyeh, a somewhat- 
less-than-gorgeous patty of raw lamb 
sirloin with bulgur, pine nuts, onion, 
and mint ($18). A mix of allspice, cumin, 
and pepper brings it to life, and a good 
amount of olive oil keeps it going. Eating 
it with an order of bread is obligatory. 
Because I love the texture of fava beans, 
I was initially disappointed that the ful 


flavor bullets (and, 

being oven-softened, 

didn’t explode in my 

mouth. In hindsight, 

I wish I'd taken the 

server's strong suggestion to order the 
Early Girl tomatoes with za’atar and 
marinated feta, too.) 

A big bowl of mussels ($14) was pil- 
lowy and soft, not the least bit chewy, 
and garlanded with slivers of garlic. 
They’re vehicles for their peppery, 
saffron-and-lemon broth, which is no 
surprise, and after a little roundabout 
interrogation as to whether anyone else 
had ever asked, I got the server to put 
the uneaten broth in a to-go container 
and carried it home with me, where I 
ate it with bread a day or two later. Un- 
fortunately, the octopus ($19) seemed 
to have absorbed whatever rubberiness

being the climax of a 
meal, the phenome- 
non of large-format 
mains is occasion- 
ally hard to handle. 
Tawla goes as far as a $140 leg of lamb 
for four, but our server noted that the 
halibut molokhia ($30) was more of an 
ilna (entree) than a meze, so that’s what 
we went with. Again, this comment is 
qualified by my penchant for over-or- 
dering the fruits of the sea, but as pale 
poached fish wrapped in mallow leaves, 
it looked more like a big dolma, and the 
fermented chile and coriander fumet 
were hard to tease out. 

A note on the beverages: Tawla lacks 
a full liquor license, and while the wine 
list is solid enough — the server’s rec- 
ommendation of a glass of Verdicchio 
as “ridic-chio” was spot-on — there are 


5:30-10 p.m. 
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Tawla is not only a new restaurant 
on Valencia Street, it’s a new restaurant 
space altogether; nothing preceded it. 
Valencia has corpses now, from the 
ill-conceived behemoth Amber Dhara 
to the stubbornly unsuccessful Plin/

the block. I think the flushed-cheek 
raucousness that Brasserie St. James 
embodies is one model for a successful 
venture in an oversaturated dining 
corridor, but maybe Tawla represents 
another. (It definitely won't generate as 
many Ubers in the bike lane.) Quieter, 
leaner, and lower in alcohol, it’s some- 
thing that hasn’t appeared on Valencia 
in any numbers for a while now: a strong 
neighborhood restaurant with a well-ex- 
ecuted conceit.

Odang Is the 
Only Maker 
of Fresh Udon 
in the U.S.

Ben Falik is strongly pro-gluten. 

“Our noodles are high in gluten, 
so they have a lot of bounce and 
chew,’ he says. “We’re the anti-soba.” 

Falik is the co-founder of Odang 
Udon, a brand that’s the only maker 
of fresh udon in the United States 
and which can be found in several 
Whole Foods, via Good Eggs, and at 
the SoMa StrEat Food Park, where 
Odang’s food truck — or trailer, 
technically — serves lunch and 
dinner every day of the week except 
Monday. 

“The udon we make has four basic 
ingredients: non-GMO wheat flour 
from Australia, salt, vinegar, and wa- 
ter,” Falik says. “No preservatives, no 
xanthan gum, no fats. There’s a lot of 
protein in it, because of that gluten 
content. We’re crusaders for the good 
kind of gluten.” 

Born out of the ramen craze and 
the more recent shift in California 
palates toward nourishing soups and 
bone broths, Odang had a curious 
origin. Falik quit his job in adver- 
tising after his high school friend 
(and current business partner) Matt 
Palley took a trip to Hawaii, where he 
ate fresh udon for the first time. He 
traveled to rural Kagawa Prefecture 
in Japan, becoming the first West- 
ern-born individual ever to enroll in 
a course on how to make sanuki udon 
noodles. (His classmates teased him, 
but in fun.) 

Falik says that, growing up in 
Berkeley, he and Palley had both 
eaten plenty of Asian foods all their 
lives. But he got accustomed to 
hunching over his desktop eating 
sad, limp udon from a cellophane 
package purchased from a semi-dis-

reputable chain near Folsom and 
Second streets. 

“Having fresh udon was an a-ha 
moment,” he says. “Like fresh bread 
for the first time. It’s an epiphany: 
The way you'd had it the whole time 
wasn't as good.” 

As scaling up is the logic of tech 
startups, so too is it the only path 
forward for a plucky food enterprise, 
and Falik claims to have done 400 
supermarket demos in the past four 
months, trying to build the brand. 
But the trailer and its cauldron full of 
noodles aren't a way station on the 
road to global conquest; Odang pays 
rent to SoMa StrEat Food, which 
allows them to park there full time. 
(The fact that patrons were coming 
in asking after Odang probably didn’t 
hurt, either.) 

There are four soups and three 
stir-frys, all made with fresh noo- 
dles. The Miso Udon (made with 
dashi, tempura flakes, mushrooms, 
kombu seaweed, green onions, miso, 
and shrimp tempura, $11) certainly 
benefits from a subtle depth and 
complexity that in most miso soups 
simply translates as salt, while the 
City Udon ($13) is pretty clever, a 
take on bibimbop that swaps out the 
sizzling rice for udon. (“The noodles 
aren't sitting in broth, but they’re 
hot,” Falik says.) With the arrival of 
warm weather — fickle though it 
might be, even in SoMa — they’re 
planning on making cold noodles a 
permanent menu fixture, most likely 
in a salad. But they’re not averse to 
getting playful, either. Odang serves 
a tempura-battered udon funnel cake 
that Falik describes as “kind of ridic- 
ulous,” which is braided like a churro 
and doused with cinnamon, creating 
a smell that spreads everywhere. (He 
calls that “good contamination.”) 

“It draws people in,” he says. “It’s 
not as though we’re Michelin-starred 
chefs. We are literally falling for- 
ward.”

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Through the 
Kitchen Window, 
a Euro-Asian 
Pop-Up 


Now that pop-ups are com- 
monplace, it’s good to encounter a truly 
creative one that’s capable of serving 
more than six or eight dishes. Chef Joji 
Kumi and Alexis Katsilometes’ Through 
the Kitchen Window, a mostly monthly 
enterprise formerly held inside Range 
(and moving to PizzaHacker for its Au- 
gust go-round) is one. Here, the small 
plates — of which there are an impressive 
15 — allrun between $8 and $12, supple- 
mented by a couple meaty, for-the-table 
entrees for $30 to $50. (Full disclosure: 
Katsilometes is a former contributor to SF 
Weekly's food blog.) 

It’s a very eclectic menu, with few 
gimmicks. There are clear Japanese influ- 
ences, from the pork gyoza with radish 
and ginger soy sauce to the steamed 
spare ribs to the uni BLT. There are egg- 
plant with shishito peppers, plus a pota- 
to-and-egg dish that’s redolent of kimchi 
and which would make for a wonderful 
breakfast on its own. But TTKW has one 
foot firmly planted on the European side 
of the Mediterranean, with a black bean 
noodle and vegan bolognese sauce whose 
texture approached that of ratatouille. 

Simpler things do great, too: A dish 
of grilled summer squash, served with a 
romesco far creamier than the standard 
pesto family, could be the ideal side for 
a warm night of grilling in the backyard. 
If there was one dubious offering, it was 
the Frank and Beans, a plate of smoked 
sausage and a bean salad that’s married 
to its own wordplay. But the degree of 
umami mystery coaxed out of the baca- 
lao over rice, then calmed through the 
use of smashed cucumbers, was as im- 
pressive from a technical perspective as 
it was delicious. (It was more Pink Zebra 
than Mission Chinese.) 

Through the Kitchen Window’s 
unusual format might be an issue for 
some people. It’s structured like formal 
dim sum or State Bird Provisions in that 
things wander over as the kitchen puts 
them out — but because of its small 
scale, it can feel like passed apps at a 
cocktail party where the one thing you 
really want keeps disappearing before 
you can get some. And in our case, the 
final course was a rich slice of chicken 
liver paté, something many people would 
rather have toward the top. But if you 
can be a little patient with folks who are 
only renting out the space for the night, 
you ll likely leave rewarded. — PLK

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Bye To Bing

Unless there are more I don’t know 
about, there is a trifecta of sexually sug- 
gestive artworks hanging prominently in 
three dive bars around town: the lady 
with her boobs out in High Tide, the guy 
getting mounted by a lion in The Cinch, 
and the tennis player scratching her 
crack at Mr. Bing’s. Kitsch of the first or- 
der, they’re obnoxious and intended to 
mark the territory as a male space, but 
they’re governed by a sort of grandfather 
clause of bad taste that makes them OK. 

And now one of them is going away. 
Mr. Bing’s, the irreplaceable triangular 
shithole on the corner of Columbus 
Avenue and Green Street, is due to 
be sold by the end of the month. (The 
night before press time, a bartender 
said it was more like two weeks, al- 
though he'd been given conflicting in- 
formation and said he’d been through 
it all before.) Like American chestnuts 
in 1910 or coral reefs today, it feels like 
we re in the middle of a mass die-off 
of dives, and there is nothing we can 
do about it. If Donald Trump swung 
through San Francisco and promised 
to make it stop, he might just nab 8 
percent of the vote in November. 

I’ve never been a true regular at Mr. 
Bing’s, but I’ve definitely gotten very 
drunk there on a couple of occasions. 
A few years ago, Broke-Ass Stuart 
wrote about getting “weeping drunk” 
with old Chinese guys and talking toa 
22-year-old drug dealer who sold coke 
to strippers on Broadway, but mostly 
I’ve just settled into long conversations 





with friends that get progressively 
more outrageous and absurd. 

It’s possibly a function of the decor, 
which is beyond ridiculous. There’s a 
nice flatscreen, but everything else is 
peeling or otherwise disintegrating. 
There’s a no-smoking sign in Chinese, 
a rotary phone, a bulletin board with 
photos pinned to it, a sign saying 
“Cash Only” in a Tiki font next toa 
yellowing American flag that I’m sur- 
prised has 50 stars, and light switches 
on a horizontal orientation. A Sun- 
pentown air cooler sits on the floor, 
and the side door is propped open 
with a tank of C02. In the men’s room, 
the urinal — last night, anyway — is 
wrapped thickly with plastic, like a 
pallet at Costco, and has a handwritten 
note saying “Pee Somewhere Else.” 
Outside, a stool with a busted leg sits 
next to Ms. Pac-Man, which stands 
near a curtained door to nowhere at 
the far corner with a Chinese dragon 
over it. It looks like a prayer niche, or 
the stage for a puppet show. 

There’s a poster for the San Fran- 
cisco Playwrights Festival, which runs 
through July 24 and which therefore 
might still be happening when Mr. 
Bing’s closes for the last time. There 
are also several Examiner articles 
detailing the before-and-after of the 
2003 theft of the butt-scratching 
tennis player painting — which, if 
you look closely, is on bamboo. The 
episode is noirish enough on its mer- 
its, but the writer, J. K. Dineen, hada 
bit of fun dabbling in the hardboiled 
style, making it a good read. Some 
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tech-bubble-1.0 types made off with it 
one night, and after treating it like a 
lost kitten by putting signs up around 
the neighborhood, the owner — the 
daughter of Mr. Bing, whose real name 
is Henry Grant — heard from someone 
who saw it in a SoMa loft. The act of 
recovery involved a street artist named 
Rambo and a homeless guy who was 
paid five bucks for the physical hand- 
off, and a quote from Grant saying he’s 
refused offers of up to $500 for the 
painting, as if that were a spectacular 
sum in the art world. 

And there’s also an Examiner 
piece from 2001 talking about how a 
bartender would light a cigarette for 
female patrons, and even sold the “evil 
weed.” 

There are no taps at Mr. Bing’s, but 
the beer selection is what you might 
call “shitty-awesome,” with bottles 
of Lagunitas, Tecate, Blue Moon, the 
“Champagne of Beers,” and Coors — 
not Coors Light — visible in the fridge. 
The bartenders appear pretty weary of 
talking about the fate of the place, but 
if you want to bid adieu in a particular- 
ly S.F. style, you can probably buy them 
a shot to commiserate. Just be aware: 
There’s plenty of Malibu and even 
Bulleit, but friends and lovers saying 
goodbye have already burned through 
all the Fernet.

Tacocat does not write hardcore 
songs — it’s a pop-punk band. And yet, 
as of its latest European tour, it is offi- 
cially an honorary hardcore band. 

It all happened one night in Co- 
penhagen. The band’s tour manager, 
Rafael, had his backpack snatched out 
of the van during load-in — laptop 
and all. The four members of Tacocat 
created a Kickstarter to help him rec- 
ompense the losses, and Rafael’s musi- 
cian friends from hardcore rock scenes 
immediately shared it on social media. 

“It was funny seeing a Tacocat Kick- 
starter reposted by all these famous 
hardcore bands,” bassist Bree McKenna 
says with a laugh from her home in Se- 
attle. “We’re basically in the hardcore 
scene. It’s cool. I never thought I'd get 
here.” 

For nine years, Tacocat has been a 
band, though things didn’t quite fall 
into place until the release of its soph- 
omore record, NVM, in 2014. McKenna 
describes the band’s gradual rise to 





popularity as a “slow burn” and “very 
grassroots, and Tacocat is, in essence, 
an anti-hype band, having spent years 
honing its skills within the Seattle DIY 
scene before major music news outlets 
took notice (including Pitchfork, who 
gave NVM a 7.4 rating). 

Not that Tacocat has abandoned 
Seattle or its roots since racking up a 
sizeable following and ascending to its 
rightful place as feminist punk heroes. 
Three of the four members still live to- 
gether in a loud, roommate-crammed 
punk house, adamant as ever about 
playing all-ages shows. But Tacocat’s 
members are reasonably concerned 
about the future of the scene in which 
they were raised. 

“DIY spaces are fluid and moving. 
When one goes away, another crops 
up, McKenna says. “But it’s becoming 
harder and harder for another one to 
crop up. It’s scary.” 

The rampant gentrification shut- 
tering the DIY spaces where Tacocat 
cut its teeth is not a minor concern for 
the band. “I Hate The Weekend,” the 
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Michael Lavine 


lead single from its third album Lost 
Time, released in April, spits straight 
into the eyes of gentrifying yuppies 
everywhere. “Paint the rainbow shades 
of beige / Take down everything we 
made,” frontwoman Emily Nokes 
snarls on the track. Tacocat is out of 
patience with the growing behemoth 
of trendy coffee shops crammed with 
mustachioed white boys tapping away 
at their next-big-thing screenplays, 
and it wants you to know it. 

In fact, listen to Lost Time and you'll 
find that Tacocat is out of patience 
with a lot of things, including (but not 
limited to): mansplaining, internet 
trolls, R.E.M., the society-wide obses- 
sion with smartphones, and just about 
anything that smacks of misogyny. 
Feminism is a defining element of the 
band’s music and message, shouted 
proudly in songs like “Men Explain 
Things To Me” and “Plan A, Plan B,” an 
ode to the morning after pill. All four 
members moved to Seattle in their 
early 20s for the city’s unapologetic 
Riot grrrl scene that erupted across 


the Pacific Northwest in the ’90s. For 
Tacocat, feminism and music are inex- 
tricably intertwined, and aligning with 
America’s powerful feminist rock heri- 
tage is absolutely deliberate. 

And yet, Lost Time never loses sight 
of its unifying thread: humor. No band 
that takes itself too seriously would be- 
gin an album with an anthem to agent 
Dana Scully of The X-Files or film a mu- 
sic video wearing confetti-filled pinata 
heads as their friends roll around in 
glitter on the living room floor. 

But Tacocat’s fun approach to mak- 
ing music about feminist issues has its 
caveats, especially in regards to how 
publications frame it. 

“T get a little bummed when some 
people or publications discredit our 
tone,’ McKenna says. “It’s legit to be 
angry about this stuff. We are angry. It 
just comes out with a sense of humor, 
so it’s easier for people to take down.” 

Not that Tacocat is alone at femi- 
nist punk’s bleeding edge. (Yes, that’s 
a period joke. For some better ones, 
listen to “Crimson Wave” off NVM.) 
McKenna, who is also in the rock trio 
Childbirth, mentions the queer New 
York band PWR BTTM and fellow Seat- 
tleite Lisa Prank as worthy contempo- 
raries keen on disrupting the endless 
loop of “the very straight white male 
folk scene.” 

Tacocat now infiltrates the minds of 
impressionable young girls everywhere 
through “Who’s Got The Power?” the 
theme song on Cartoon Network’s 
recently rebooted The Powerpuff Girls. 
The network contacted the band in 
2015 about recording the song and 
when Tacocat accepted, it sent “scary” 
media lawyers and a composer to Se- 
attle, only to discover that none of the 
band members could read sheet music. 
It worked out in the end, and McKenna 
considers it a wild success. 

“Tm so glad we did it,” she says. “We 
definitely got some younger fans from 
it. Like, actual children have been com- 
ing to our shows.”

Rapper Larry June has a thing 
for Giants baseball caps. In a recent Ins- 
tagram photo, he showed off eight of 
them, only a small fraction of the 65 he 
owns in total. It’s no surprise, then, that 
he has trouble picking between them. 

A couple are different, June says, 
but “most are the same. I buy [a hat] 
whenever I see them. I always loved 
them since I was a kid.” 

His loyalty to San Francisco is 
strong. He grew up in the city and in 
Vallejo before moving to Riverdale, 

Ga. — a 20-minute drive from Atlan- 
ta — when he was 5 years old. June’s 
mom was a singer who encouraged her 
son’s musical abilities by buying him 

a keyboard at the age of 8 so he could 
make his own beats. When he received 
a karaoke machine in the fourth grade, 
he began rapping, too. Artists like 
Jeezy, T.I., The Jacka, and Mac Dre 
greatly influenced him, and by the time 
he turned 15, he released his first mix- 
tape, Same Book Different Page, through 
his dad’s independent label, The Road 
Records. 

Soon after, he returned to San Fran- 
cisco’s Hunters Point neighborhood 
and hasn’t left the Bay Area since. “I’m 
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from [San Francisco],” he says. “My 
heart is here.” 

June has been making music for 
the past 10 years, but he’s only experi- 
enced popularity in the last year or so. 
Thanks in large part to the seven proj- 
ects he released in 2015 — as well as 
the two he’s already released this year, 
with a third slated for August — his 
followers on social media and plays on 
streaming platforms have increased ex- 
ponentially. (According to Spotify, he 
has almost 20,000 monthly listeners.) 
Outlets like The FADER, HotNewHipH- 
op, and HipHopDxX have started cover- 
ing him as well, and his close affiliation 
with Atlanta rapper OG Maco, whom 
he went to high school with, hasn’t 
hurt either. June’s latest EP, Larry, 
released last month through Warner 
Bros., shows the influence that living 
on both sides of the country has had 
on his music. His low-pitched, gravelly 
voice has a slight Southern drawl that 
works in tandem with his mellow, 
easy-going flow. He raps with Bay Area 
lyrical technicality, weaving in stereo- 
typically Californian tropes, like riding 
around in hybrid cars and his obses- 
sion with oranges. On “007,” the first 
track from Larry, he starts with a very 
San Franciscan quip: “Sweetheart, can 
you please go to Whole Foods and get 


me three farm-raised chickens?” 

If you miss these details, then you 
might think June is just another trap 
rapper from Atlanta. But, June says, 

“I [rap about] the realities of the Bay 
Area.” The nuanced juxtaposition is 
particularly apparent in “Glock 40,” the 
second track from Larry, where eerie 
and grimy snares are paired with or- 
chestral strings. The track is sonically 
chilling, and June spits about hustling 
and grinding, smoking weed, and 
wearing the quintessential hippie shoe: 
Birkenstocks. Intermixed with his 
West Coast-leaning subject matter are 
also tales of money-making schemes 
and wooing women. On “007,” he com- 
pares himself to James Bond, rapping 
that he has “bad hoes like 007.” 

June continually observes his 
surroundings and juxtaposes fleeting 
moments — like riding a bike ona 
bridge with his girl — with permanent, 
sometimes unchangeable situations 
— like the presence of violence in his 
childhood. 

“[I rap about] what’s going on out 
here — what people need to know,” 
he says. “A lot of gangs came from out 
here, so I just speak about my life in 
this place that I’ve been through. I 
don’t really do topics. I just go off the 
head. That’s why I feel like people re- 
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late to my music. I might talk about 
some player shit, I might talk about go- 
ing to the movies or eating an organic 
chicken sandwich.” 

His blasé attitude is his charm, 
an outlook that is also upheld by his 
record label The FreeMinded. Started 
five years ago by his group of friends, 
The FreeMinded is now a burgeoning 
arts and music collective that embraces 
a no-fucks-given lifestyle, where any- 
thing is accepted. At the moment, as 
a label, its main focus is June, but in 
the past, the crew has thrown shows, 
released music, and created music 
videos. 

“People [are] scared to drop music 
because they feel like it’s not on Future 
level, it’s not up there,” June says. “Ev- 
erybody feel they gotta do something 
because they’re too worried about 
what the next person feels. And that’s 
holding everybody back. But The Fre- 
eMinded is a group of individuals who 
don’t mind being themselves.” 

The fresh fruits and vegetables-eat- 
ing, Whole Foods-shopping rapper 
adds, “And tell them to stay healthy on 
a punk bitch!”

The following years saw Wicked 
become exponentially more popular, 
trading its renegade parties for legit- 
imate ventures in various SF venues, 
eventually touring its way around the 
world. It became known for broad, 
wide-ranging musical selections, 
bringing together techno, disco, house, 
funk, and more. 

Saturday’s blowout at Mighty cel- 
ebrates Wicked’s 25th year of making 
people dance; that’s a long time in any 
trade, but in dance music, practically 
an epoch. Presale tickets have sold out,

NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Miles by Keita Sano; Spring 
Theory 


San Francisco label Spring Theory doesn’t 
release records often, but when it does, 
they’re always worth noticing. Its latest is 
a 3-track EP of sample-centric house from 
Keita Sano, a Japanese artist who has 
quickly racked up a sizable discography 
across labels like 1080p and Mister Satur- 
day Night. 

When I say “sample-centric,” I mean 
exactly that: These tracks live (or die) 
based on the listener’s reception of 
the samples used in the construction. 
“Miles,” the record’s opener, is a jazzy 
number whose title and tenor indicate a 
debt to Mr. Davis, but something about 
the samples used doesn’t work for me 
— the melodies seem to clash. A firm 
“pass” for me. 

But Sano turns that right around 
with “Blue,” another jazzy tune (and 
Davis reference — as in Kind Of...). 
Simply gorgeous, it begins with chug- 
ging, polyrhythmic percussion, soon 
giving way to a beautiful, mesmerizing 
saxophone sample that seems to drift 
endlessly, disappearing into thin air. It’s 
everything I wanted “Miles” to be. 

Then comes “Varna” — a completely 
different beast, built from samples of 
Eastern chant, tribal percussion, and 
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but a limited batch will be available at 
the door — arrive early, stay late.

singing bowls. It forgoes the lightheart- 
ed feel of the other tracks and builds to 
an enormous, colossal climax, mirroring 
the rituals its samples are sourced from. 
While “Miles” and “Blue” are firmly 
house cuts, “Varna” feels like full-throt- 
tle psychedelic techno, not unlike the 
searing madness of Rrose. This track 
alone makes Miles worthy of purchase. 


Nocturne Bells by Mark Slee; 
Manjumasi 


Manjumasi is a brand new San Francis- 
co-based label, a collaborative effort be- 
tween Atish Mehta and Mark Slee. Their 
sound hinges ona kind of easy-going, me- 
lodic, distinctly Californian take on house 
music, rooted in Burning Man and its imi- 
tators like Desert Hearts. Accordingly, I 
listened to Slee’s debut release on the label 
expecting a certain “Burner sound.” I got 
what I expected — plus a complete sur- 
prise. 

The EP opens with its eponymous 
track. Here, my expectations were met: 
The central motif is a lilting, delicate, 
twee-sounding chime melody, which I 
imagine many will find a conveyor of 
good vibes on the dancefloor. It’s de- 
finitively not for me, though — it feels 
sappy and insincere to my ears. 

Two remixes follow: Tim Green’s is 
unremarkable, whereas Patlac’s does 
away with the twee melody and replaces 
it with a hypnotic acid squiggle — that’s 
my style. 

Then came the surprise, “Nacht 
Zwei.” It begins with a pulsing bassline 
groove and phased hand drums, and 
soon adds a shimmering crystalline 
melody, texturally similar to “Nocturne” 
but its polar opposite in sentiment and 
vibe. The result is an imposing heavy- 
weight tune with underground techno 
DNA in its veins — a proper banger. 

Music aside, Nocturne Bells is master- 
fully engineered; not a single element 
feels unnecessary, and the sense of 
space in all four tracks is truly remark- 
able. “Nocturne” may leave non-Burners 
unsatisfied, but “Nacht” is warehouse 
techno par excellence.

Don’t let its name throw you off: Fear of Men is not a feminist punk band. It is, however, one of England’s most ear-catching 
and evocative dream pop outfits, anchored by frontwoman Jess Weiss lilting alto. Reminiscent of Lush and Slowdive, the 
foursome’s lighter-than-air approach to shoegaze first grabbed the attention of the indie world in 2014 with its positively re- 
ceived debut album Loom. On its recently released sophomore record Fall Forever, the band turns to electronic elements to 
boost its most complex melodies yet, and the result is an undeniable step forward from its art school beginnings. But Fear of 
Men hasn't lost its wistful touch, as evidenced in “Island” when Weiss coos the line, “I’ve been dreaming, been dreaming of 
no one for so long,” over airy drums and atmospheric guitar. Basically, if you remember what pre-“Wonderwall” Oasis sounds 
like, listening to Fear of Men will feel like coming home.

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Honolulu’s 
Chinatown: 
The Unlikely 
Culinary 
Hotspot

You could say Honolulu’s newest 
culinary hotspot has a checkered past. 
Just a few years ago, it was known as the 
“sketchy” side of town. Back then, China- 
town was more synonymous with crime 
than cuisine. 

Grondin French-Latin kitchen owner 
David Segarra recalls the surprised reac- 
tions back in 2014 when he said he was 
opening a restaurant in Chinatown. The 
New York transplant fell in love with Chi- 
natown’s character when searching with 
his wife Jenny for the right population, 
diversity, and urban/island environment 
to build their “baby.” In his words, “The 
architecture, culture, history, and grit of 
Chinatown offered the open mindedness 
to do what we wanted to do.” 

While the majority of people saw the 
problems, restau- 
rateurs like Segarra 
and a crop of up and 
coming chefs saw 
the potential. In two 
years, it has become 
a bona fide epicenter 
for epicurean excel- 
lence, bringing local 
flavors to life in a 
neighborhood now 
thriving with a new claim to fame. 

Geographically, Honolulu’s Chinatown 
only stretches 8 blocks, but its list of 
buzz-worthy restaurants rivals premier 
dining destinations. James Beard 2014 
Rising Star Semi-finalist Andrew Le 
helped catapult Chinatown on the foodie 
map when he chose North King Street 
in 2013 for a brick and mortar home for 
his popular pop-up, The Pig and the Lady. 
Vietnamese noodle soups and Southeast 
Asian flavors make this local favorite a 
“must go” with downtown workers and 
the world’s top chefs. 

While Asian influences and authentic 
dim sum are a given here, tastes range 
from fancy to funky. The Stinky Grilled 
Cheese is a signature bite at Tchin Tchin! 
Bar, a rooftop lounge popular with the 
pau hana, or after work, cocktail crowd. 
It’s the newest addition on Hotel Street by 
Jesse Cruz and Dusty Grable, owners of 
the popular ramen shop Lucky Belly and 
modern comfort food hotspot American 
Livestock Tavern that found a niche in 
this neighborhood. 

Just a few blocks away on Marin 
Street, Roast master Charles Asselbaye 
is generating buzz as bold as his beans at 
Local Joe. Customers are flocking to Chi- 
natown’s coolest new coffee spot to get 
images imprinted in their foam- every- 
thing from selfies to pictures of their pets. 
New neighbors are a welcome comple- 
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ment to longtime fixtures like J.J. Dolan’s, 
Murphy’s Bar and Grill and O’Toole’s. 

However, the relaxed world class din- 
ing experience that’s Chinatown’s recipe 
for success is best reflected at restaurants 
like Grondin where internationally-in- 
spired dishes are made with fresh local 
ingredients. “Comfort food from child- 
hood” as Segarra puts it. Think Bone 
marrow prepared in classic French style 
and Prawn Ceviche with Kauai shrimp 
and Serrano chile with Latin influences. 
Crepes Mole Negro with Confit Duck leg, 
Oaxaca mole, cilantro, lime and créme 
fraiche showcase the best of both worlds. 

Down the street at the corner of Nu- 
uanu and North Hotel Street, the new 
kid on the block Féte feels right at home. 
Hawaii native Robynne Maii and her 
husband Chuck Bussler describe their one 
page menu as “food we want to eat.” 

Bussler, a New York restaurant veteran 
with design experience, was attracted 
to the “interesting architecture that has 
personality, historical location that has 
something 95% of other places don’t 
have- a nightlife.” 

Féte’s “conscientious cooking” is win- 
ning over everyone from millennials to 
70-something suburbanites with simple 
dishes done superbly. Their Linguine Car- 
bonara is served al dente, with the perfect 
balance of cheese, bacon, and Portugese 
sausage. Other standouts include a Ko- 
rean Fried Chicken with 
garlic-sesame aioli & Asian 
pear slaw on a Brioche 
bun, house made Rocky 
Road to Hana ice cream, 
and a pineapple crostata 
that melts in your mouth. 

Word of mouth, or 
as locals say, the coconut 
wireless is pumping up 
a new arrival coming to 
North King Street. Senia marks former 
Vintage Cave chef and James Beard Rising 
star nominee Chris Kajioka’s new venture 
with Chef Anthony Rush. The two Thom- 
as Keller Per Se restaurant colleagues are 
putting a fresh spin on Regional Modern 
American cuisine. “We want it to feel like 
a restaurant that could only be in Hawaii” 
explains Kajioka. “We will use that re- 
gional American lens and influence with 
the bounty of Hawaii.” 

The right sense of place was key for 
Kajioka, who considered Kaimuki before 
choosing Chinatown. “In the past 5 years, 
there really has been a renaissance in Chi- 
natown,’ he adds. “Many of the old build- 
ings have been refurbished and brought 
back the old architecture I remembered 
as a kid. It has such a good energy that 
fosters growth for a younger entrepre- 
neurial spirit. Also, the building we are 
in, once housed Kings Sporting Goods, 
which was once owned by my great un- 
cle’s family. Very small world.” 

Rich heritage and fresh vision com- 
bine to create a world class reputation 
that’s elevated Chinatown’s standing as a 
culinary hotspot.
